tion After Meeting in i

Milk producers will stick to tho 


Chicago marketing company, which 
gives 17,000 Wisconsin and' Illinois 
farmers an organized and certain 
market 'for their milk. Prices and 
policies were left to the-directors. 


The whole issiie of the bad fin- 


ance of the cooperative marketing 
company was threshed out at a. meet- 
ing in the First Methodist church 
In .Chicago, Friday. Each district 
in Rock .county, which markets its 
milk through the association,' had 
a representative, at the meeting. 


There were 1500 farmers present, 


demanding to know why the 50 per 
cent spread was being made on: May 
'milk receipts. -They found out that 
the money was used to pay for milk 
bought by ..the marketing -'company 
from the .farmers and would go right 
into their pockets, so the delegates 
expressed satisfaction 'and told the 
company to "go ahead, get out of 
debt" and institute a policy'of. in- 
creasing demand for milk, and milk 
.products. 
. 


• Wisconsin Farmers Kick. 


Wisconsin, farmer's put up . objec- 


tions to the starting of a two price 
policy for the cor.densery district. 
They threatened to bolt if they re- 
ceived a cent less for their rnilk than 
did the producers in tho immediate 
Chicago district. 
. It .was a warm day .and a warm 
session but, with a satisfactory end- 
ing.

One thing that the farmer dele- 


gates could not figure and that was 
how the Chicago 
distributer 
and 
dealers got so much for their milk, 
14 cents a quart, as compared to 
that paid to tho farmers. The far- 
mer through the marketing com 
parry gets less'.than 4 cents a .Quart, 
tor - rr.ilk and pays shipping costs, 
it is claimed. 


Chicago papers have shown a ten- 


dency to take the side of the max'^ 
ketlng .company In their fight for 
more.equitable profits from milk, In- 
stead of attacking the farmer's as- 
sociation as a. "milk trust." 


Dispose o£ Surplus 


Since last October there has been 
a large surplus o£ milk duo'-dircctly 
to underconsumption- of fluid 
or 


bottled milk-. 
This has been dispos- 


ed of largely through tho condcn- 
sery and butter factories, which left 
sltim milk, as a surplus. Much of 
this lins gone to waste because there 
was not a practical market for rr.ilk 
without 'at least 3.5 per cent butter 
fat.

"It Is all very simple," said W. J. 


Kittle, general agent for the market- 
ing company during the 
Chicago 


meeting.' 
1 'The marketing company .13 
the 
greatest friend the farmer has. 
In 


the old days the farmer had to make 
the-con tract'wltth the dealers, and 
when there-was a surplus o£ milk, 
ho had to dispose of it the best he 
could. 
1C he couldn't sell, the surp- 


lus, he had to throw- it away. Now 
the company disposes of all the milk. 
arid if one farmer's milk goes to the 
fluid dealer and one to the conden- 
sei'y, they both get'tlie same," said 
Kittle.

• The advocacy of tho city manager plan in New 


Haven seems to be quite in the hands oC those 
who. be they one political party or another, are 
inclined to demand plain honesty and business 
methods, and who are asking why the taxpayer's 
money, should not go as much to the right spot 
as the citizen's does when ho buys meat' or pot- 
atoes.-- The' argument for tho city manager, 
. whether it is specious or not. is the argument 
'lor business-like administration; it is"an attempt 
to apply to the city's affairs tho rule of "make 
good or go"'which Is rigidly applied to every ac- 


. tive.head of a business enterprise) 
Probably 


the idea Is that if the city is going to have a boss, 
it wants one on thc same basis that a building job 
or a facory has a working superintendent; he 
is there to "boss", but to boss strictly in the in- 
terest bt the business and not of some outside 
agency or sorno political opinion or combination.' 
If New Haven decides to employ a manager of 
thin sort, it will expect him to rcduca: overhead 
expenses, to put an end to duplication and waste, 
to employ subordinates who are experts and not 
theorists or pensioners, and generally to put- the 
city's affairs on a business-like basis. 
If he 


'does that, they will not care how much of a 
boss he-is In running the business—provided al- 
ways of course, he docs it subject to full respon- 
sibility for his acts. 


This is the theory. The plan has worked well

Note, now the feminine touch In politics. 
The 


farmers or the manufacturers are content to 
rent a few rooms in an oflice building, there to 
gather statistics, write letters and make plans. 
But the women have taken an option 0:1 one of 
tho most beautiful building sites in the District, 
and they plan thereon to erect a series of hand- 
some structures to be known collectively -as the 
Woman's National Foundation. The fundamental 
purpose of this organization will be much the 
same as that of fanners and manufacturers, but 
it will be accomplished in a {Merer.t way.

make their headquarters at tho Foundation. 'And 
there they will find not'only statistics and things, 
but also an auditorium, reading room, swimming 
pool, theater .md everything else that can help 
to make Ufa pleasant. 
In a word, the women 


will be Given inducements to stick around this 
Amazonian clubhouse, and while so doing, t:iey 
will be givxn every opportunity to learn thc 
great lessons of What Women Want and Why. 


According to the constitution of the Founda- 


tion, tho purposes which this society .is meant 
to servo are: 
"To promote the nation-wide fivic 


consciousness of womanhood and every good work 
that may be considered civic in character or that 
is'in any way associated with the-study or ad- 
vancement 'of civics or thu promotion. of edu- 
cational welfare work. In fact, thc Foundation 
plans to embrace all that pertains to women's 
work in relation to good citizenship." 


The famous old Dean .estate; on which the 


Foundation is to be built, is the property of one 
of the oldest and best kncwr. residential families 
in .the District of Columbia. 
It is a beautiful 


wooded tract of nine and a half, acres located 
tonly a short distance from the center of the city 
and sourrouudcd by some of the Capital's most 
famous private residences and apartment houses. 
This is the only spot of its size and beauty which 
has been left open in the mad rush to find ac- 
commodations for Washington's many new resi- 
dents during the past few years. It has been 
1&e nightmare 
of the neighborhood that .the 


residents might wake up some morning and find 
their beautiful garden gone.

Dean family have tried to keep this from hap- 
pening and many have been, thc projects pro- 
posed for keeping the place with its .famous old 
oalc trees intact as a public park, but noue.of 
them proved practicable.

Jliss Janet Richards, a charter member of the 


Woman's Foundation and well known as a lec- 
turer and welfare,worker, suggested that the Dean, 
estate was just the place for the 
Foundation 


headquarters. 
Twenty-live women gave or loan- 


ed one thousand dollars each to secure the option 
on this land, and by December Slat Of this 
year they hope to have in hand the necessary 
5100,000 to acquire-'title to the property. 


The actual signing of the incorporation articles 


of the Foundation was given a picturesque In- 
terest by the fact that the 30 women signers 
stood under the Treaty Oak, famous in the tradi- 
tions of the Dean family as the tree under which 
a colonial treaty betwee'n tho Indians' and the 
white settlers was signed in the early days. 
It 


is claimed that the tree Is over 300 years old. 


Mrs. C. C. Calhoun is president b£ the Foun- 


da'lon which is strictly democratic in character, 
Intends to establish a educational institution for 
women in which, .will, be taught parliamentary 
law civics, public speaking, languages, soclo.ogy. 
economics, methods of government and physical 
training.

ADENOIDS 


ON THE SPUR OF THE. 


MOMENT 


Thickening: or enlargement of the 


adenoid body, which is a third tonsil 
in the celling of trie throat up out of 
sight above the soft palate, is called 
"adenoids," but should not be called 
"adenoid growths" for it Is merely an 
enlargement of a normal tor..sil-llkii 
structure, akin to enlarged tonsils, 
which are usually seen accompanying 
aEenoids. 


According to an old theory, certain 


children have a constitutional ten- 
dency toward overgrowth of lymphat- 
ic tissues, in tin) tonsils, adenoid body, 
appendix and elsewhere. 
It seems 


more likely that the hygienic 
(or 


rather unhygienic) environment and 
habit ol! coddling 
with 
lieat 
and 


clothing- Is the actual cause of such a 
tendency. It is characteristic that Jn 
open-air school rooms adenoids occur 
but rarely as 
compared with the 


ir.arked prevalence of the condition 
in the usual overheated and poorly 
ventilated prlsor^ whero child run la- 
boriously acculre'thoir A B C'3. 


With every insult of the upper re- 
spiratory region, every tresh infection, 
or as the superstitious old women 
and the politician health o.llc.jr still 
calls it, "cold ir. the head." the ade- 
noid body swells and its colls multiply 
to help "light the 
invading 
germs. 


After a series of such battles the ad- 
enoid body remains permanently en- 
larged. So that u'ur vicious practice 
of exposing children in the school 
room to such infections—just because 
It happens that no doctor has labeled 
the disease diphtheria or .scat-Jet fever 
or inilucnsa or something—-must bo 
admitted a chief cause of adenoids. 


Knlargumenu of the adenoid body 


calls for surgical relleC when the In- 
fant, child or adult has any impair- 
ment of hearing or earache or in- 
flammation ir. the middle car or run- 
ning ear.

The first white man who probably 


penetrated . the wilderness of this 
western region was John Ladercr, a 
German surgeon, who went on a tour 
of exploration In 1CB9. In the same 
.year La Sa'ie sailed up the OhJo and 
landed at scveru'l points in the pres- 
ent state. There w.as little coloniza- 
tion until 1732, when Scotch and Irish 
adventurers began to fill Western Vir- 
ginia. They were encouraged but lit- 
tle, and, in fact, tho king in 1783 de- 
clared thaj this part of the colony 
was Indian country and could 
not 


rightfully 
be settled. 
Colonization 


continued,. however, and bitter war- 
fare was waged against the Indians 
and tha French, who had come down" 
from'the North.' In 1774 the battle 
of Mt,' Pleasant was fought, which 
was one of the bloodiest of Indian, 
conflicts. 
The backwoodsmen who settled in 


tho western part of Virginia wero en- 
tirely different types of men from the 
wealthy slave owners along the coast. 
Jealousies between tho two sections 
arose and the western countries Celt 
great dissatisfaction at the way Vir- 
ginia was governing them, The most 
marked point of dlsagJ-cement 
wan 


over the slavery question, and It was 
because of this .that, when Virginia 
seceded from tho Union in 1861, West
